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AGED COUPLE 

Murdered by Three Hungarians 
for the P urpose of Robbery. 

Hearing a Noise Outside They Be- 
came Alarmed and Escaped. 



Wilkmbabbe, Pa., Nov. 24. — Three 
burly Hungarians 8unday narrowly 
•scaped lynching at the hands of a 
mob of Infuriated people at the raining 
town of Ncsquchonlng, In Carbon 
county, for the brutal murder of Mr. 
and Mrs. Casper Labouye, 

The Laboyo's have always been look- 
ed upon as upright, hard working peo- 
ple and during the past ten years have 
accumulated quite a snug sum of mon- 
ey. To secure their hard-earned earn- 
ings which were supposed to be hid- 
den iu their home, the murderers en- 
tered the house at an early hour in 
the morning. On hearing their foot- 
steps Mrs. Laboye became aroused 
and awakened her husband. A mo- 
ment later, and at the sight of one of 
the intruders, Laboye jumped from 
his bed and a scuffle ensued, but before 
he could do anything, the three grab- 
bed him and in an instant he lay pros- 
trate on the floor. Mrs. Laboye started 
for the street to give an alarm, but 
before she had reuchod the foot 
of the stairs, sho was over- 
taken by one of the Hungarians, who 
buried the blade of a stiletto deep into 
her breast, causing almost instant 
death. The robbers then became 
alarmed on hearing a noise on the out- 
side, but before escaping from the rest- 
dence they slashed Laboye with their 
knives in a most horrible manner, leav- 
ing him, as they supposed, dead on the 
floor. 

When It became known that a mur- 
der had been committed a posse of cit- 
izens was formed and a thorough 
search wns made for the assassins. 
Eve'ry foot of ground was gone over in 
the neighborhood, and In an old shanty 
near the railroad station they found 
three unknown Hungarians. They were 
■pattered with blood and each had the 
appearance of having been engaged in 
a struggle. They could give no ac- 
count of themselves, not being able to 
speak English, and it was all the offi- 
cers could do to keep the people from 
n up to a tree,
